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With Ranked Choice Voting (RCV), you get to vote
for candidates in order of your preference. This
lets you “rank” your vote—first choice, second
choice, third choice, and so on.

Ballots are counted in rounds in which candidates
receiving the fewest votes are eliminated. Then,
their supporters’ ballots are counted toward the
next choice indicated on their ballot.

How does Ranked Choice
Voting work?

All first-choice votes are counted. If no candidate
has the required number of votes to win after first-
round votes are counted, the candidate with the
fewest first choice votes is eliminated.

Then, in the second round of vote counting, voters
who ranked the eliminated candidate as their first
choice will have their vote count for the candidate
they ranked second. And then for the candidate
they ranked third. This process continues until a
candidate meets the required threshold to win.

This method can allow your vote to count toward
another candidate if your favorite candidate
loses. Election officials only use your second or
third choice if your first choice has already been
eliminated.

Example: In a five-candidate race for a single office,
if no candidate receives the majority of first choice
votes (in this case 50% of the votes cast plus 1 vote),
then the candidate with the fewest first choice
votes is eliminated. Then, the second-choice votes
from voters who chose the eliminated candidate
are transferred to the corresponding remaining
two candidates. If there’s still no majority, then

the eliminated candidate’s third choice votes are
transferred to the corresponding two candidates.
At this point, one candidate should have a

maijority of votes.

Why are we doing a Ranked Choice
Voting election?

In 2020, the General Assembly passed HB1103,
giving cities and counties the option to adopt
Ranked Choice Voting for local governing bodies,
such as city councils or boards of supervisors.
Arlington County is the first locality in the state to
take advantage of this option.
